Thompson, who w«a found guilty of 
helplnj: to murder her husband, would 
have been burned it the stake had sh« 
lived a hundred and forty years ago. 


In those days the murder of a hus- 


band by a wife, of an employer by a 
serrant or a bishop by a clergyman, 
was called petty treason; that it, the 
murder of a superior to whom the 
offender owed special fidelity or from 
whom he received special benefits. 


If a man killed his wife that wa« 


not petty treason, it was merely mur- 
der. Mich treason, of course, was and 
Is nn offense against the king, or even 
ftt one time acalnst his coinage, makers 
of "bad" money being accused under 
this head. 


In the ITOOs men convicted of hlEli 


nr petty treason were hanged, drawn 
and quartered, while women convicted 
of either offense were burned nt the 
sink*. This difference in sentence wns 
"thoupht to he a gre.it privilege to wom- 
en. 
The law Mlri "As the decency 


due to ihp SPT forbids the exposure 
and public mangling of their bodies, 
the sentence is to be drawn to the gal- 
lows nnd there to be bumed alive." 


In laier jrar.o the cruelty of thl* pun- 


i'hment was mitigated by Btrnngllng 
the criminal before tlie flames reached 
her. A stake about ten feet high WHS 
planted In the ground and the culprit 
suspended from an Iron rlnp so that 
the faints were kindled under her 
feet.

The difference In properties affects 


the suitability of various sonpstones 
for different IISPH. Tn the construction 
of fabricated forms hardness, tough- 
ness and absence of grain nr« moat 
Important, but In the manufacture of 
foot warmers, p-lddles and hentlnR 
stores for flrelesg cookers resistance 
to heat and rctpntlon of heat nre more 
Important.

It remains, for 
the lay mind at least, »n inexplicable 
demonrtratlon of the lack ot K>ndSty 
la matter.

to Irwt of which the race la so far al- 
moit completely Ignorant.
